Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections of the claims under 112. first and 
second paragraphs are maintained in view of the non-entry of the After-Final Amendment. The examiner agrees with applicant's 
arguments that the specrficaton teaches a functional size of 14.0mm. However, the specification fails to teach the limitations of within 5% 
of thte functional size. Applicant further argues that the term "functional size" is not indefinite based on the teachings in Tyler's Quarterly 
Soft Contact Lens Parameter Guide. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive since applicant has not provided a copy of this reference. 
Applciant argues that O'DriscolI fails to teach extracting excess materials which include unbound monomer, polymer, and colorant. 
Applicant further argues that the prior art fails to teach exposing the lens to the first liquid and the second liquid as recited in the amended 
claims. Applicant's argument are unpersuasive in view of the non-entry of the After-Final Amendment.. 
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
